| Milady Beautiful

FLABBY EYE WRINKiES 


One of the most troublescme and 
‘commonest beauty problems is flabby 


| skin beneath the eyes. It begins in- 
|; conspicuously enough “as a single 
wrinkle underscoring the lower lashes 
jand ends as a darkened semicircle of 
loose, crepe-like skin. When the con- 
|} dition has progressed to the iatter 
point it is very hard to remedy. 

An ounce of prevention is worth 
|many pounds of cure when it comes 
to treating facial wrinkles, especially 
| those around the eyes where the skin 
and underlying tissues are relatively 
thin. When tiny lines begin to form 
around the eyes in the late teens or 
early 20s one should not neglect 
them, but try to discover their cause 
and remove it. Eye strain, nervous- 
ness, underweight and 
} are common causes. Girls who are in 
the habit of going about in the sun 
develop creases about the eyes. The 
in a squint to keep 
out the glare. Soon the squint be- 
comes habitual and the eyelids be- 
come a network .of fine wrinkles, a 
condition that should not occur until 
late in life. 

Besides doing all one can to pre-

vent eye wrinkles forming one may

skin. At bedtime after cleansing the 


face pat a little lanoline about the 
eyes Mix four drops of peroxide 
with a teaspoonful of this salve to 
make a mild bleach, and leave on 
overnight. Next morning bathe the 
face in cold water and apply an 
astringent to the wrinkles. Witch- 
hazel may be used for this purpose 
when the wrinkles are not deep, but 
a stronger loticn made of one ounce 
glycerin, five grains tannic acid and 
two ounces cologne water is effective 
in more advanced cases 


If the lower lids are badly dis- 
colored and baggy the condition is 
usually the result of ill health or 
prolonged neglect.

In support of the suicide theory

there is a possibility that Hodgson was 
shot while he was sleeping and that 
his eyes, which were open when the 
body was found, nay have opened as 
Hodgson awakened for an instant after 
he was shot and before he died. An- 
other explanation of the murder theory 
is that perhaps an enemy of Hodgson’s 
had come into the room, had jammed 
the revolver into his chest and told 
him to keep quiet or that he would 
shoot. Extreme fright would force 
him to keep still and there would not 
be a struggle. 

The shirt and chest of the dead man 
were badly burned by the powder from 
the bullet.

Q hear and read that Niagera 

Falls is committing suicide, The 
tremendous power development of the 
last decade has materially decreased 
the volume of water, especially the 
amount flowing over the Canadian or 
Horseshoe Falls. With the iuea of 
trying to prevent Niagara Falls from 
destroying its own beauty through 
erosion, engineers have busied them- 
selves with the problem. Ways and 
means of overcoming this threatened 
destruction of one of the seven wond- 
ers of the new world have been studied 
long and carefully. 


The joint internatlona! commission, 
appointed by the United States and 
Canadian governments, hues 
mended the construction of submerg- 
ed weirs to deflect the course of the 
water, and, by thus turning a great 
quantity of it aside, to prevent such 
en immense volume piunging over the 
precipice at the apex of the horse- 
shoe. Thus the wearing away of the 
river bed at the rate of five feet per 
year would be retarded.
